Eastern Front Preferred.

Frequent expressions of bitterness are 
made against the Austrians for their 
defeat in Galicia. One of the officers in 
his diary refers to the Austrians as ‘‘a 
slack, dégenerate crowd.’’ Two differ- 
ent letters mention the recent entente 
allied air raid over Karlsruhe, one re- 
ferring to the loss of life as 100 and the 
other as 160. 


The desire for peace and the expla- 
nation that it will come is often alluded 
to by prisoners. Commanding officers 
in their addresses to the troops speak 
of peace being near and of the enemy 
being almost broken. Particularly is 
France referred to as being near her 
last gasp. The German Emperor, in his 
speech, also referréd to France’s re 
sistance as that of despair. 


To the correspondent who has been 
with the army for a year the change 
in the demeanor of the prisoners of late 
is apparent. That unbénding confidence 
which in many amounted to a defiant 
manner toward their captors has been 
succeeded by amiability and philosophic 
acceptance.

Silver Cargo of Steamer Media, 
Sunk 4 Years Ago Off Vir- 
ginia Capes Is Sought. 


NEW YORK, July 17.—A deep sea 
treasure hunting expedition financed by 
wealthy New York men arrived today 
eff the Virginia capes. Its first opera- 
tions will be conducted at the grave of 
the Ward line steamship Merida, which 
when to the bottom four years ag0, 
carrying silver bars and other treasure 
valued at more than $1,000,000. The Mer- 
ida was rammed by the United 
Fruit steamship Admiral Farragut and 
sank 55 miles off Cape Charles light. 

The éxpedition includés the steam- 
ships Titania, Fearless and F. H. Beck- 
with, a wrecking vessel, a yacht and a 
tug. It is under charge of George D. 
Stillson who raised the submarine F-4 in 
Honolulu harbor last year. 

It was sent out from New York by 
the Interocean Submarine Engineering 
Co. This is a close corporation, stock 
of which is held by a few men promi- 
nent here in financial circles. Its pres- 
ident is Rear Admiral Colby M. Ches- 
ter, U. S. N., retired. 

Percy Rockefeller, Standard Oil inter- 
ests, and Charles H. Sabin, president of 
the Guaranty Trust Co. of New York, 
ere interested in the expedition. 

The divers are equipped with new 
deep-sea apparatus which does not re- 
quire life lines and air hose connec- 
tions and which make possible long 
hours of work in great depths of the 
ocean. 

If this first undertaking is carried out 
as rapidly as its promoters hope, the 
expedition may turn its attention to 
other vessels wrecked in the Atlantic 
Ocean. Operations may be extended to 
the salvage of boats sunk by subma- 
rines during the present war. It is es- 
timated that more than 90 per cent of 
the ships sunk at sea are in water 200 
feet or less in depth. The Stillson ex- 
pedition is reported to be equipped with 
épparatus which makes salvage at 200 
feet entirély possible. The Merida is 
in 200 feet of water. '

Further drying and conserving of sutm- 
mer vegetables has been prohibited until 
after Aug. 1. Speculators had denuded 
the market of fresh vegetables for that 
purpose, in order to obtain much higher 
prices later for dried or canned vegé- 
tables. 

According to,the Berliner Tageblatt a 
“fat” or “‘lard’’ card will probably be 
the next addition to the line of various 
food cards. Slowly but stéadily Batocki 
is conserving the food supply and dis- 
tribution of the empire.

In circles where every move made by 
Washington is interpreted as a destre 
to favor and placate Britain, the delay 
in announcing the decision already had 
been seized upon as indicating an effort 
by Secretary Lansing to find some way 
of granting the protests made by the 
British and French Ambassadors. 

In governmental quarters, however, 
from the first announcement of the 
craft's arrival at Baltimore, absolute 
confidence was expressed that Washing- 
ton would find Germany’s epoch-making 
undersea freighter what it purports to 
be—a mercantile craft. It is apparent 
here that President Lohmann and the 
North German Lloyd took every precau- 
tion that. the Deutschland should not be 
classed as a war vessel, both in the con- 
struction of the boat and the character 
of the crew. 

The general view appears to be that 
the Deutschland has created new ques- 
tions over which the diplomats and jur- 
ists will long dispute and quarrel.

Wilson today signed the rural credits 
bill passed recently by Congréss. A 
group of Senators, representatives and 
officers of farmers’ organizations ap- | 
plauded warmly as Mr. Wllson affixed 
his signature, 

Just before signing the measure which 
Creates @ system of 12 land loan banks 


under direction of a Federal board, the 
President made a short address, pointing 
out the benefits he believed both farm- 
ers and the investing community would 
enjoy under its operation. 

“In signing this bill,”’ said the Presi- 
dent, “I have not only a feeling of pro- 
found satisfaction, but of real gratitude 
that we have completed this piece of 
legislation, which I hope’ will be im-' 
mensely beneficial to the farmers of the 
country. 

Farmers at Disadvantage, 

“The farmers, it seems to me, have 
occupied hitherto a singular position of 
disadvantage. They have not had the 
same freedom to get credit on their real 
estate that others haye had who were 
in manufacturing and commercial enter- 
prises, and while they have sustainéd 
our life, they did not in the same de- 
gree with others share in the benefits 
of that life. 

‘Therefore this bill, along with the 
very liberal provisions of the Federal 
reserve act, puts them upon an equality 
with all others who have genuine a3- 
sets and makes the great credit of 
the country available to them. One 
cannot but feel that this is delayed 
justice to them. I look forward to tne 
benefits of this bill, not with extrev- 
a agant expectations, but with confident 

o Dye and Is Harmless. expectation that it will be of very 
4 wide reaching benefits, and, incident- 
ally, it will be of advantage to ti 
investing community, for I can tmas. 
ine no more satisfactory and solid in- 
vestments than this system will afford 
those who have money to use.”

‘Admiral Jellicoe claims that, as a di- 
rect result of Admiral Beatty’s action, 
the British grand fleet was enabled to 
engage the enemy fleet and would have 
destroyed it but for the fact that thick 
weather set in and made it impossible 
to maintain contact. 

‘Had the success which Admiral Jel- 
licoe claims to have been almost within 
his grasp been actually attained, it 
would have been entirely due to the 


battle cruisers, and the loss of three of 


these would have been a smal! price to 
pay for such a result. In other words, 


> the battle off Jutland, so far from dis- 


crediting the battle cruiser, has added a 
new area to its possible field of useful- 
ness, and we may now say of it that 
in addition to its use for scouting ani 
screening and for operating as a fast 
wing against the flanks of an enemy’s 
fleet, it may be used for ‘holding’ an 
enemy fleet until our own main fleet 
can come up. ‘ That it may be subject 
to heavy losses in accomplishing its 
task, does not make the task less use- 
ful or less briliilant. My reply is, then, 
that my view of the value of the battle 
cruiser has been somewhat enhanced hy 
the results of the battle off Jutland, so 
far as these results are known. 

“I desire to invite attention to the 
marked differences between conditions 
under which the British and German 
navies have been operating in the North 
Sea and the conditions under which the 
United States navy would operate in 
case of war with an enenry beyond the 
seas. 

“The North Sea Is only about 350 miles 
wide and the same distance in length. 
Practically its whole area can be kept 
under constant observation by scouting 
craft of various types, supplemented ody 
Fast ships 
can pass from the British to the Ger- 
man coast between daylight and dark. 

“It) results from the above conditions 
that there is no such demand in the 
present war for vessels of the battle 
cruiser type as would exist in a war on 
the Atlantic or Pacific, nor is there any 
opportunity for these ships to give evi- 
dence of their value in the primary role 
for which they are intended. 

“This role I attempted to define before 
the Naval Committee, as follows: The 
second respect in which the navy as it 
exists today is hampered or would Le 
hampered in the event of war is that it 
has no battle cruisers and no scout 
cruisers. In other words, we have no 
means of gaining information as tu 
the location or the movement of an ene- 
my force or of denying to an enemy 
information as to our own location or 
movements. Our fleet, if it were sent 
to sea tomorrow to defend our Atlan- 
tic coast from Eastport, Me., to the 
Panama Canal, would go out with their 
commander in chief and everybody un- 
der his command practically blindfold-

A PAGEANT WHEN 
OSBORNE RETURNS 


Sing Sing Prisoners in Big Cele- 
bration for Once-Discredited 
Millionaire’ Warden. 


300. OUTSIDE THE WALLS 


Men Have Floats, Carry Ban- 
ners and Cheer While Hun- 
dreds Look On. 


OSSINING, N. Y., July 17.—If there 


ever was joy within prison walls, Sing 
Sing knew it yesterday. For “Tom 
Brown” came back home. It wasn't as 


Thomas Mott. Osborne, millionaire s0- 
ciologist, that the 1600 prisoners greet- 
ed the man who returned to them after 
ali absence of more than half a year. 
It was ‘“‘Tom Brown,” the man who vol- 
untarily had imprisoned himself, had 
got to know what a prisoner’s life 
means, had become Warden and had 
made life worth living even for those 
behind bars, and had gone away under 
a shadow which they knew was unfair 
and unjust, but who now was back 
cleared of all charges. and more than 
ever eager to help the convicts. 

So they welcomed him with a whoop 
ard hurrah the like of which probably 
never was heard before in the vicinity 
of a state prison. Sing Sing really was 
sey. At least 500 persons rode up from 
New York in a special train to see the 
ceremonies. Friends and relatives of 
the prisoners from other points num- 
bered a couple hundred more. And the 
village of Ossining, which is not par- 
ticularly proud of its prison and keeps 
aloof from it, turned out, too, to swell 
the welcoming throng. 


300 Conviets Outside, 
Nearly 300 convicts were allowed to 


‘cave the prison and to take places out- 
side on the public roadway at the end 
of the: prison property to form the first 
committee of greeting. If thought of 
e cape were in the mind of any of them 
trey were put aside, for not a man made 
a move toward freedom.. Their guards 
numbered less than a score. 

Just before 2 o’clock Osborne’s ‘auto- 
robile arrived and there was a yell 
f.om the prisoners ouisiite that reached 
back to those within. Then the line of 
march first formed. First came a con- 
vict, dressed as Uncle Sam—whiskers, 
cigar and all. He was followed b: 
five figures in black gowns and white 
wigs—‘‘the fudiciary educational board’”’ 
—in reality five members of the Exeou- 
tive Committee of the Mutual Welfare 
League, the prisoners’ organization, 
which “‘Tom Brown” founded. 

Next came the “P. K.,” 
keeper), Fred Dorner, with his assist- 
ant keepers behind him; then the mem- 
bers of the prison baseball club in uni- 
form and next ‘“‘Tom Brown’s”’ “Au- 
rora Band,”’ blaring ‘‘Hail to the Chief.” 

Osborn’s automobile was placed in 
line right here and back of it marched 
12 convicts dressed in the stripes they 
were once compelled to wear, marching 
in lockstep. They bore a sign labeled 
“The Old Days,” and grinned gayly as 
they trudged along. The members of 
the Welfare League followed and the 
rear was brought up by those whom 
the retiring Warden, Dean Kirchwey, 
had employed on the roads. 

They had a banner with the inscrip- 
tion, “The Dean’s road gang greets 
you.” 

A number of prominent persons tnter- 
ested in prison reform and the work 
Warden Osborne had done already were 
in place to greet him. Among these 
were Dean Virginia Gildersleeve of Bar- 
nard College, Mr. and Mrs. John H. 
Flagler, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Brown, 
Mrs. Robert Ingersoll, Mrs. Henry Vil- 
lard and «rs. Thomas Chadbourn-*trs. 
Charles werritt Fields, Dr. and Mrs. 
Frank Northrop, Mrs, E. Stagg Whitin 
and Miss Anna Lee. 


Tumult in the Prison. 
The convicts who had not been taken 


outside to greet the Warden—perhaps 
1400 of them—now had their chance, and 
the riot of noise that they turned loose 
made the outside racket sound like a 
whisper in comparison. The prisoners 
wore all sorts of fancy costumes and 
carried banners. They had floats repre- 
senting their various industries. George 
Schan, a prisoner, and secretary_of the 
Welfare League, acted as master of 
ceremonies and made a fine little speech 
welcoming the Warden. Spencer Miller 
Jr., the Deputy Warden, was the next 
speaker. He said the Welfare League 
had three big mile stones in its history 
~—first, when Osborne took ‘Canada 
Blackie’ dying of consumption from a 
cell and let him die in peace: second, 
when Tony Marino, at the beginning 
of this year, ran away and then decided 
in fairness to the league that he should 
return; and third, this celebration. 

The “P. K.” made a brief talk. He 
said it would be brief, “as our time is 
limited.’’ This brought a roar of laugh- 
ter from the prisoners. 

Warden Osborne was cheered for five 
minutes when he arose to make his ad- 
dress.

Congressman Good is under a misapprehension, and as the votes of other members may 
have been influenced by the same misapprehension, we give the facts: 


(a) Secretary Daniels testified that one of the manufacturers sometime ago SENT HIM 
THEIR AOTUAL COST RECORDS with the proviso that he should keep this information con- 
fidential, and that he returned the record unread because he felt he had no right to receive 
confidential information that he could not divulge to the, American people. 


(b) One of the manufacturers HANDED TO THE SENATE INVESTIGATING COMMIT. 
TEE a record of their costs, certified by public accountants, but they were not willing that 
this should be spread on the public record and it was, therefore, returned to them. 


(oc) We have offered to permit an examination of our plant and records by certiflied pub- 
lic accountants, or the Federal Trade Commission. 


Is it conceivable that we would make such an offer if we had any fear that the actual figures 
would show extortion?

Our Position: 


We have no objection to giving these details of cost to properly constituted authorities for 
their information and guidance. We do object to having them spread in public documents 
where they shall be available to other manufacturers here and, particularly, to the foreign 
manufacturers. We have never been able to get any data as to the cost at the German, 
English, French and other plants. | 


All we know is that the United States Senate Naval Year Book shows that all the great for- 
eign governments pay more for their armor than does the United States. 


We would be very much interested in any detailed records of the foreign manufacturers’ 
costs and methods of production, and they would no doubt be equally interested in ours, 
but we have no desire to voluntarily give them this information. 


Nor. do we believe it would be good policy for the United States Government to force out 
such information for the use of the foreigners. There isn’t the slightest difficulty in obtain- 
ing such data for the use of the United States Government itself. 


We repeat our offer: 


We will open all our books to 
the Federal Trade Commission 
and accept any price for armor 
which the Commission shall fix. 


We believe our prices in the past have been fair. We make our offer in perfect confi- 
dence that complete examination by the Government’s own agency mill make that clear. 


If we are right, isn’t it worth while finding out? Has the Government anything to lose, 
has it not much to gain, by putting our offer to the test?

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REASSEMBLING THE BULL MOOSE. 

One point of singular force is made by John 
M. Parker of Louisiana in his call for the reas- 
sembling of the Progressive party at Chicago on 
Aug. 56, the anniversary of its organization. 

His statement that the man elected President 
in 1908 was a. ‘clean-cut, splendid character, of a 
long and useful public life unmarred by a stain,” 
accurately reproduces the general estinfate of Mr. 
Taft when he headed the ticket eight years ago. 
| But Mr. Taft found it impossible to resist the 

power of the machine which was supreme in his 
party. The disappointment of the people was 
shown in 1912 when only Utah and Vermont 
voted for the “clean-cut, splendid character” of 
1908. 

The parallel which Mr. Parker makes with 1916 
is indeed striking. Again “a splendid man” has 
been nominated, but again the same old gang 
is in complete centrol, again with an attractive 
personality as a mask the g. o. p. old guard is 
fighting for power in the states and in the coun- 
try at large. 

If the Progressive party in 1916 has no reason 
for existence aside from providing censor-swing- 
ers for one man, what reason did it have for 
existence in 1912? If the methods by which 
it was sought to manhandle the Progressive 
convention in 1916 differed in detail from those 
by which the Republican convention of 1912 was 
manhandled, they differed little in character and 
quality. 

The Progressives should be called together 
again in convention, if for no other reason than 
as a rebuke to one of the most scandalous epi- 
sodes of intrigue, wire pulling, cheap trickery, 
unscrupulous convention manipulation and gen- 
eral sculduggery in our political history. 

The same sharp practice in any other party as 
that through which a mere committee attempted 
to commit the Progressive party to a man whom 
its convention had refused even to consider, 
would have aroused the reform forces from ocean 
to ocean. It would have passed into the record 
as the crime of 1916. 

Repudiation by a reconvened Progressive con- 
vention of the whole shameful incident beginning 
at Chicago on June 7 and ending at the same 
place on June 29, will make for cleaner politics 
in all parties in the future. 

THE NATIONAL GUARD AND RELIEF. 
By Charlotte Rumbold. 

The Citizens’ National Guard Committee has one 
question to answer more often than any other. 
How, with only 1400 men sent to the front from St. 
Louis, do you get 400 destitute families? It is not 
possible that one out of every three and a half 
families in St. Louis, with one man’s earnings 
taken away, hasn’t enough savings to last a week. 
Suppose the man had gone to the hospital or lost 
his job, would they be destitute as quickly as 
that? 

The answer is not difficult. The men were 
picked from the very class that is too fit phys- 
ically to need the hospital and too dependable in 
character to lose its job. They had every reason 
to count on both continued health and increasingly 
lucrative occupation for years ahead, and they as- 
sumed responsibilities on that basis. 

As for the reason they joined the national guard 
—it is the best, cleanest and cheapest of athletic 
clubs, giving the exercise and companionship 
needed by a young, vigorous man, at a very low 
cost, and it has the added touch of idealism—de- 
fense of the country—that makes the appeal! irre- 
sistible. | 
Take Sixth and Olive streets at noon, and, as 
they come by, take the first 1400 men between 21 
and 28 years of age, wrap them away to Mars in 
a cloud and you would have about 400 destitute 
families left on earth. About 700 of the men would 
be married, and it is evidence that the economic 
standing of the enlisted men is rather higher than 
the average that it is only 400 of them, with fam- 
ilies and career just in the founding, whose earn- 
ings cannot be spared for six months. It is proba- 
ble that the Olive street count would average 
lower. 

It is one of the logical penalties of our extrava- 
gance in letting our system of national defense 
merely happen that, at the first threat of war, 
we take out of civic and industrial life exactly 
the men it is most uneconomic to lose. Those men 
are founding families and families found the state. 
Out of the whole 400, not more than five but had 
positions, and many of them responsible and im- 
portant positions in our industrial and commer- 
cial life. 

But it is not an extravagance peculiar to the 
United States. France and England, a hundred 
time better prepared. than we, sent their sur- 
geons, engineers and skilled artisans into the 
trenches at the first call—and promptly plucked 
them out when they caught their breaths. 

That is what the War Department is trying to 
do now—send back the men needed by their fam- 
ilies. And since war seems now avoidable, it is 
possible an extremely embarrassing situation may 
be saved. It is humiliating to every patriotic sen- 
timent that in less than four days after our citi- 
zen army is called out, it should be inextricably 
tangled with the question of charity. 

But it will take months to go through the 
formalities of releasing the men. and still more 
months before the debts are paid and the fam- 
ilies are financially rehabilitated. In the mean- 
time they are carrying our burdens as well as 
their own, and we must not let them do it un- 
aided. 

We have had just 30 days’ experience and al- 
ready we know that we must either treat army 
service as something to be paid for, just as much 
as we pay for civil service, or we must have uni- 
versal service. Every man—and woman?—rich 
and poor, would then know that some period in the 
beginning of his adult life he would be called on 
t> give a certain time to training for the serv- 
ice of the country. Except under unusual circum- 
stances neither family nor industrial resppnsibili- 
ties would be assumed until the time was com- 
pleted. 

Under either alternative we should not be guflty 
of such inexcusably bad human economy ‘hat, at 
the first call for a scant 100,000 men, ‘out of a pos- 
sitle 13,000,000 available for national defense, we 
plunge 25,000 families into poverty.

N the course of time Capt. Nemo

tus displaced 16500 tons. 
voirs are in the lower part,” ex- 
plained the commander. “We can fill 
them and thus sink the vessel as we 
desire. There are also two deflect- 
ing planes, one on each side, that 
Serve as rudders to steer the boat 
upward or downward.” 

“But how did you succeed in con- 
structing this wonderful ship so se- 
cretly?” asked the professor. 

“Each part was ordered in a differ- 
ent place,” was the answer. “The keel 
was forged at Creusot, France; the 
screw shaft was made in London, 
the plates for the hull in Liverpool, 
the screw in Glasgow, the engine by 
Krupp in Prussia, the beak of the ship 
in Sweden, and the mathematical in- 
struments in New York. These parts 
were all assembled on a lonely island 
in a distant ocean by myself and the 
men who are with me now.” 

The prisoners in the strange ship 
Saw the wonders of the deep sea un- 
known to men. They witnessed Ho- 
meric battles between whales and 
killers; they saw in vast depths the 
hideous, unearthly monster devil-fish, 
they fought against giant squids, 
sharks and mammoth sea _ spiders. 
Twenty thousand leagues they jour- 
neyed with their mysterious host, be- 
fore they found an opportunity to 
escape. 

It was off the coast of Norway 
when they succeeded in detaching the 
small boat from the Nautilus and 
making for shore. Their last sight 
of the weird ship was as it struggled 
with all the strength of its enormous- 
ly powerful engines against the 
Maelstrom, that dreaded sea-whirlpool 
between the Ferroe and Lofoden 
Islands. . 
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Perhaps no more remarkable fore- 
cast of a future scientific achieve- 
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ment has been made than this pre- 
diction by Jules Verne of a ship to 
move at will under water. He de- 
scribes the Nautilus as 232 feet 
long and 26 feet beam, which is 
very close to the average sizes of 
the modern submarines. The new 
fleet-submarines of the United States 
navy are to be only KHttle longer, 
their projected length being 265 feet 
and their displacement 1000 tons. 
In another part of the story (which 
is full of minute details) he gives 
the cost of the Nautilus as $787,500 
—not far from the cost of a sea- 
going submarine as estimated by the
